over missing Hoffa 


DETROIT (UPI) — The children of 
James Hoffa, the missing fallen czar of 
the Teamsters Union, said today their 
mysterious adoptive brother, Charles 
“Chuckie” O’Brien, had not talked to 
them for more than half a year. 
The statement by Mrs. Barbara 
Crancer, Hoffa’s daughter from St. 
Louis, Mo., raised speculations of 
whether O’Brien was still with the Hof- 
fas or somehow was involved in Hoffa’s 
disappearance from a restaurant park­ 
ing lot a week ago Wednesday. 
Her brother, attorney James Hoffa, 31, 
demanded O’Brien take a lie detector 
test. He said O’Brien, faced with the de­ 
mand, “ hesitated, stalled and said 
‘maybe later’.” Young Hoffa believes 
“ he* has some knowledge of what hap­ 
pened.” 
O’Brien, 41, a Teamsters organizer, 
had been missing — for all official pur- 
E 
s — since Thursday, the day after 
idoptive father disappeared from the 
parking lot. 
He surfaced Wednesday and spent 
three hours in Teamsters’ District No. 43 
headquarters telling FBI agents, police 
and fellow Teamsters officials what he 
knew — if anything. 
When he got out, he said not a word and

Former Senator Gurney 
expansive over acquittal 


TAMPA, Fla. (UPI) — Former U.S. 
Sen. Edward Gurney was expansive, his 
co-defendants were elated and jurors 
who cleared them of all but a few 
charges were sharply critical of the 
government. 
The 164-day trial of Gurney and his as­ 
sociates on charges growing out of a 
$400,000 slush fund ended Wednesday. 
The 61-year-old Republican was acquit­ 
ted of bribery, receiving unlawful com­ 
pensation and three counts of lying to a 
grand jury. 
The six women and six men 
deadlocked on two counts — 7-5 for 
acquittal on the conspiracy count and 9-3 
for conviction on another count of lying 
to a grand jury. 
The jury also acquitted Joseph Bas- 
tien, Gurney’s aide, on an unlawful com­ 
pensation count and deadlocked on a con­ 
spiracy count against him. Federal 
Housing Administration officials Ralph 
Koontz and K. Wayne Swiger both were 
found innocent of conspiracy. 
The judge declared a mistrial on the 
deadlocked issues. Gurney said he didn't 
figure the government would attempt 
another trial. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Spurred 
by increases in grain and other food 
prices, wholesale prices rose 1.2 per 
cent in July, the third increase in the 
last four months, the Labor Depart­ 
ment reported today. 
Government analysts said that a 
seasonally adjusted rise of 10.7 per 
cent in the prices of grains was 
caused in part by early July rumors of 
American grain sales to the Soviet 
Union and fears of continued bad 
weather. 
But, they noted, the full impact of 
the grain sale will not begin to show 
until August, when recently an­ 
nounced price increases in steel.

"If he cared, then he would have been 
with us through this ordeal and he would 
have wanted to be with us. 
“ My father loved him and a person 
who loved a person ...” Mrs. Crancer’s 
voice broke off. “ I’m not accusing him of 
anything at any time,” she said. “But it 
may take a lot of nerve for him to call us 
up.” 
Mrs Crancer bridled at the suggestion 
O’Brien was her “ adoptive brother.” 
“ He’s not that,” she said, but she con­ 
ceded he had grown up in her home. 
Young Hoffa said O’Brien “ has some 
knowledge of what happened” and “ I 
demanded he take a polygraph test — but 
he indicated he wouldn’t do that. He 
hesitated, stalled, and said, ‘maybe 
later’. 
• “There are no bad feeling between us 
but I believe he has knowledge of what 
happened because of his associations and 
activities of the past week. 
“ I think somewhere, somehow there is 
a relationship between my father’s 
disappearance and his attempt to return 
to power in the union. There are some 
things that indicate the possibility that he 
might be alive which I’d rather not go 
into right now.” 


aluminum and petroleum also were 
expected to push wholesale prices 
even higher. 
AFL-CIO president George Meany 
promptly pointed to these figures as 
evidence that Agriculture Secretary 
Earl Butz is “back at his old game of 
deceiving the American people when 
he says the Russian grain deal will 
have little effect on domestic pri­ 
ces.” 
A Labor Department expert non- 
theless cautioned that it would be “a 
bit premature” to anticipate another 
inflationary surge as a result of this 
increase. He noted that the July rise 
was based primarily on farm and food 


prices, which are traditionally 
volatile and comprise only 30 per cent 
of the wholesale prices monitored by 
the government. 
The July wholesale price increase 
followed a 0.1 per cent drop in June 
But wholesale prices also had 
registered increases in April and May 
following a string of declines during 
the winter. 
Lead by increases in grain, 
vegetables, fats and oils, sugar, hogs 
and some other meats, overall food 
and farm prices, rose a substantial 4.6 
per cent in July The rise in grain 
prices was nearly 8 per cent without 
seasonal adjustments. 


Industrial prices climbed 0.4 per 
cent, led primarily by an increase in 
fuels and power. But the department 
said this did not reflect a July 4th in­ 
crease in gasoline prices 


Wholesale prices have risen 8.7 per 
cent in the past 12 months. The latest 
increase complicates administration 
predictions that inflationary pressures 
are easing, but the rate is still softer 
than the trend late last year when 
wholesale farm and industrial prices 
were increasing at a rate better than 
20 per cent annually 
The wholesale price index stands at 
175 7, compared to a 1967 base of 100. 
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Red army terrorists off 
for Libya; hostages free

A band of Japanese Red army terrorists 
released their last 15 hostages today and 


took off for Libya aboard a Japanese air­ 
liner, ending an 80-hour reign of terror 
that created a diplomatic crisis between 


Japan and Malaysia.

Chief prosecutor Harvey Schlesinger 
had a terse “ no comment” when asked if 
the government will pursue the un­ 
resolved charges. 


United Press International 
Israeli Defense Minister Shimon Peres 
said today that Israel and Egypt are in 
the final stages of negotiations on an in­ 
terim peace agreement. 
Egypt’s reply to Israel’s latest 
proposals “ will make a good basis for 
the continuation of the talks,” he said, 
but he did not supply any details. “ We 
will have to wait a number of weeks 
before we know the results.” 
The defense minister told a meeting of 
the Israeli-American Chamber of Com­ 
merce that Israel also was ready to 
negotiate with other Arab states. 
“ We should open negotiations because 
we favor the relief of tension and yearn 
for an agreement,” he said. 
He said Israel had little to offer from a 
geographical standpoint. 
"However, we will not abandon our 
settlements on the Golan Heights but it 
is incumbent on us to test it if it will be 
possible to reach an agreement.” 
“ We find ourselves today in the final 
stages of negotiations on an interim 
agreement,” Peres said. 
He said speculations on the fate of the 
negotiations “ may be good for the news 
shows but it won’t help the results and 
we have to wait some more in order to 
see what develops.” 
Israeli government sources said 
earlier that Israel’s reply to the latest 
Egyptian proposals would be made by 
Friday. 
The source’s comment came shortly 
after the radio reported that Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger has asked 
Israel to speed up the pace of its negotia­ 
tions with Egypt so he can resume his 
Middle East shuttle diplomacy later this 
month. 
"Egypt’s position has moved closer to 
Israel’s on several issues,” the radio 
reported. “ Dr. Kissinger wishes to come 
to the Middle East in about two weeks 
but will make a decision when he 
receives the Israeli reply.” 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin met 
with his negotiating team for at least two 
hours to study the Egyptian reply, con­ 
veyed Wednesday, to Israeli proposals 
made last week. 
“The team will meet again Friday and 
consolidate its thoughts and send them to 
Kissinger,” the source said.

Initiative drive set 


for unicameral body 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - An initiative 
drive has been undertaken by former 
Gov. Edmund G. “ Pat” Brown and state 
Treasurer Jesse Unruh to abolish the 
Senate and Assembly and replace them 
with a one-house legislature. 
The effort became certain Wednesday 
after the Senate Rules Committee 
shelved a legislative proposal to accom­ 
plish the same thing — create a single, 
99-member Senate in place of the current 
80-member Assembly and 40-member 
Senate. 
Supporters of the idea said a un­ 
icameral legislature would save tax­ 
payers up to $40 million a year, make 
lawmakers “more visible” and increase 
public confidence in government. 
Brown and Unruh were the spearhead 


of the initiative drive that also included 
Sen. Arlen Gregorio, D-San Mateo, 
Assemblyman Dixon Arnett, R-Redwood 
City, and Edwin Koupal, executive direc­ 
tor of People’s Lobby. Gregorio was the 
author of the unsuccessful measure 
(SCA10) before the Rules Committee. 
A change to a unicameral legislature 
would require approval of voters to alter 
the constitution. Gregorio said the in­ 
itiative drive would be targeted for the 
general election ballot in Nov., 1976. 
"Can you imagine the excitement, the 
attention, if California, the most pop­ 
ulous state, does this?” Unruh asked the 
committee. 
On a voice vote, the committee 
decided to pigeonhole the constitutional 
amendment indefinitely. 
Indian parliament places 
Mrs. Gandhi above the law 


NEW DELHI, India (UPI) - By a vote 
of 336 to O, the lower house of Parlia­ 
ment approved a constitutional amend­ 
ment today making the election of In­ 
dia’s prime minister and three other top 
officials above the law. 
The upper house is scheduled to debate 
the amendment Friday but passage is as­ 
sured since the ruling Congress party 
commands a huge majority — and all op­ 
position members have been boycotting 
sessions in both houses to protest Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi’s state of 
national emergency. 
On Wednesday President Fakhruddin 
Ali Ahmed signed into law hours after 
final approval by the upper house a 
measure that wiped out Mrs. Gandhi’s 
conviction by a high court on campaign 
corruption charges in the 1971 election. 
The only member of Parliament to 
vote against the law was Mohan Dharia, 
a former junior cabinet minister ex­ 
pelled from the Congress party last 
month for publicly criticizing Mrs. 
Gandhi. 
The constitutional amendment 
stipulates that election of the president, 
the vice president, the prime minister 
and the speaker of the lower house — the 
four highest officials — cannot be 
questioned in a court of law. 
To be applied retroactively, the bill 
specifies that any appeal or cross-appeal 
pending in the Supreme Court in respect 
to the election of the prime minister will 
be “ null and void.” 
The Supreme Court is scheduled to 
begin a hearing Monday on Mrs. 
Gandhi’s appeal against the June 12 rul­ 
ing by a high court that set aside her 1971 
election to parliament on grounds of cor­ 
rupt campaign practices. However, the 
new election law will make the hearing 
academic since it is retroactive and the 
charges on which she was convicted are 
no longer crimes. 
The court is also scheduled to hear a 
cross-appeal by Socialist leader Raj 


threaten to “hijack” the aircraft himself 
and put a Malaysian flight crew aboard 
in order to put an end to Japanese stall­ 
ing tactics and meet a Red Army 
deadline for departure. 
The notorious Red Army group which 
has carried out massacres, bombings 
and other outrages throughout the world, 
shot their way into the U.S. Embassy 
last Monday and seized 53 hostages in­ 
cluding U.S. Consul General Robert 
Stebbins, two American businessman 
and a Swedish diplomat. 
The guerrillas freed most of their 
hostages Wednesday and the remainder 
today in exchange for nine Japanese 
crewmen to fly the plane, four official 
substitute hostages to guarantee their 
safety and five Red Army criminals 
flown here from Japan jails to meet their 
ransom demands 
The departure was delayed for hours 
while Japanese and Malaysian officials 
tried to get clearance from Libya for the 
plane to fly to Benghazi. They were 
denied permission to fly over India and 
Iran but finally were granted permission 
to refuel at Colombo, Sri Laka and 
Aden. 
Even those arrangements appeared to 
be shaky. Heavy guards were posted at 
the Colombo airport and the plane crew 
was told the doors must remained closed 
during the refueling. The Iraqi Nevs 
Agency said South Yemen had changed 
its mind and that the plane would not be 
allowed to refuel there. 
Part of the delay in departure arose 
from the diplomatic dispute between 
Japan and Malaysia. Ghazali blamed it 
on Japanese stalling. 
“ I had to make a very bold decision 
when I called the Japanese ambas­ 
sador,” Ghazali said. “ I said, ‘Your 
excellency, if your government cannot 
give instructions to fly this aircraft, I 
shall provide the crew from our own air­ 
lines and fly this aircraft to Benghazi.” 
“ I wasn't joking when I said 'I am go­ 
ing to hijack the plane.’” Ghazali said 
he phoned Malaysian Prime Minister 
Tun Abdul Razak and told him, “ if you 
find me arrested by the inspector 
general of police for hijacking please 
bail me out.” 


Narain who has pleaded that Mrs. 
Gandhi’s appeal is invalid. Narain, now 
in jail without trial under Mrs. Gandhi’s 
emergency decree, opposed Mrs. Gandhi 
in the 1971 election. He challenged her 
election on grounds of malpractices 
before the Allahbad high court and won 
the case. 
The constitutional amendment will 
have to be ratified by a majority of the 22 
state legislative assemblies to fulfill a 
constitutional requirement before it 
becomes law after the formal signing by 
President Ahmed. 
The assemblies have already been 
summoned to meet Monday in 
emergency sessions in their state 
capitals. 


Boat crew harpoons 


2,400-pound shark 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Sailors on an 
oil company boat Wednesday harpooned 
a great white shark weighing 2,400 
pounds, reportedly the largest of the 
monster predators ever captured. 
The shark, 15 feet 2 inches long, wait 
caught after a three hour fight about 10 
miles off the coast of Southern California 
just north of Los Angeles. 
It was the third capture of a large 
great white shark in Southern California 
waters in the past two weeks. 
Marineland, an aquatic amusement 
park, said it was negotiating with the 
boat's owner, the Lerner Oil Co., for 
rights to display the shark. Marineland 
said its biologists were told by the 
curator of the Los Angeles County 
Museum, Sheldon Applegate, that the 
shark was bigger than any of its species 
in the scientific record books. 
Ted Sharp, 25, of Long Beach, Calif., a 
crewman on the 41-foot boat Procalo, 
harpooned the shark after it was sighted 
by one of the oil company’s spotter 
planes about a mile off Anacapa Island. 


Fears told 


for Portugal 


rebellion 


LISBON. Portugal (UPI) - Mutinous 
army troops have joined anti-Communist 
demonstrators in Portugal’s conserva­ 
tive north, sparking fears of a military 
rebellion. 
The government sent Marines sym­ 
pathetic to the country’s left-wing 
leadership to the area Wednesday to 
quell rioting that has left at least two 
persons dead and destroyed dozens of 
Communist offices. 
More than 10,000 pro-Communist and 
leftist demonstrators marched in the 
northern city of Porto Wednesday night 
to protest the violence. 
“ Agents of reactionary forces are 
agitating less enlightened Portuguese to 
take improper action with the aim of 
checking or turning back the revolution­ 
ary process,” the military commander 
of the Porto region. Brig. Joao Covacho, 
told the crowd. 
There were no reported incidents at 
the protest, called by the Communist 
party and other left-wing groups. 
Earlier Wednesday. Portugal’s leftist 
military government dispatched 140 
Marines to Porto after army units in the 
area failed to stop mobs who sacked 
Communist party headquarters in two 
nearby towns. 
At Vila Nova de Famalicao. the 
rebellious troops opened the door to the 
Communist headquarters and cheered 
the mobs who wrecked it. 
Army sources said the government 
feared a possible military uprising. They 
said unrest was growing in other army 
units, but the navy and marines were 
still loyal to the regime while the air 
force Was divided.

Cable tv 
to get 
rehearing 


A superior court judge ruled 
this week that the city of Santa 
Maria must hold a public hear­ 
ing within a month and change 
the monthly cable television 
cost. 
Judge Robert Trapp issued a 
writ of mandate that com­ 
mands the city and council to 
notify the public that a new 
hearing will be held before the 
council within the “earliest 
time” and “in no event later 
than 40 days from this date,” 
the date being last Friday. 
The decision is an apparent 
victory for Teleprompter of 
Santa Maria who have been 
petitioning the city for a hike in 
monthly cable television fees 
from the present $5.75 per 
month to $6.95. 
Judge Trapp’s decision did 
not grant an injunction sought 
by Teleprompter for the in­ 
crease hike. 
The city and council also 
must consider investment and 
base rate, rate of return on in­ 
vestment as compared to other 
cable television companies and 
other utilities such as gas, 
electric and telephone com­ 
panies and “income necessary” 
to insure “ reasonably suf­ 
ficient” financial “soundness.” 
The council will conduct a 
rehearing Sept. 9. 
Teleprompter has also been 
ordered by the council to sub­ 
mit current financial data 
specific to the operations of the 
Santa Maria franchise. 
The council made no decision 
as to whether or not they would 
appeal Judge Trapp’s ruling.

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Brown vows to blue-pencil 
emergency school aid bill 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr has 
indicated he will use his blue- 
pencil power to reduce state 
funds in the emergency school 
aid bill from $115 million to ap­ 
proximately 188 million. 
Brown Wednesday said, “ $115 
million, that’s a lot of money’’ 
in discussing the state’s portion 
of the extra school aid included 
in the bill (SB220), which was 
scheduled for a final vote in the 
Assembly today. 
And he added, “ I wouldn't be 
surprised if probably it was not 
less than $88 million, and 
probably not much more ’” 
Assembly Speaker Leo T. Mc­ 
Carthy, D-San Francisco, told a 
news conference, meantime, he 
had a pledge from Brown not to 
trim the bill below $88 million 
in state aid. 
" I’m not sure exactly what he 
will reduce it to,” said Mc­ 
Carthy, “ We do have a firm 
commitment that, in any event, 
the reduction would not be 
below $88 million.” 
The measure by Senate 
Education Committee Chair­ 
man Albert S. Rodda, D- 
Sacramento, also calls for an 
increase in local property taxes 
in some areas. 
Brown had resisted the bill 
and repeatedly said he would 
demand increased classroom 
performance to match the 
requests for extra money. But 
he dislosed this week he had 
come to the realization that 
schools desperately needed ex­ 
tra aid immediately to keep 
pace with inflation and he 
would sign the measure.

Insurance companies 
rapped by McCarthy 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - As­ 
sembly Speaker Leo T. Mc­ 
Carthy says the insurance in­ 
dustry is unwilling to make any 
commitment on legislation to 
solve the growing medical 
malpractice problem in Califor­ 
nia. 
“ I think what they are trying 
to do is keep all their options 
open so they can decide 
whether they want to stay in the 
business for three, four or five 
years. If it is yielding enough 
profit they stay in, if not they 
get out,” McCarthy said at his 
weekly news conference 
Wednesday. 
McCarthy accused the indus­ 
try of hindering the legis­

problem, and failed to provide 
information needed to evaluate 


the impact of reform legisla­ 
tion.

Just before the hearing, 
Edward Levy, a spokesman for 
the Association of California In­ 
surance Companies, denied that 
the industry was reluctant to 
give the legislature informa­ 
tion. 


“ We just don’t have it,” said 
Levy.

LOS ANGELES (U P I) - 
Women’s liberation has brought 
America to the verge of “ a

Davis speech drew comment 
from Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr., who said Davis tends to 
“ make his case in a rather in­ 
flated manner.” 


Agreement reached 
in airline strike 


M INNEAPO LIS (U P I) - 
Representatives of the Air 
Lines Pilots Association and 
Northwest Airlines reached 
tentative agreement on a new 
three-year contract today, end­ 
ing a three-day-long strike that 
had grounded the nation's 
seventh largest carrier. 
The new settlement was 
signed at 3:45 a.m. after a 12- 
hour session with federal 
negotiator W .J. Usury, who 
returned to the Twin Cities 
Wednesday from Washington. 
The pilots went on strike at 2 
a.m. Monday in a dispute over 
interpretation of several provi­ 
sions of an agreement reached 
July 19 that had prevented an 
earlier strike. 
Terms of the agreement were 
not announced. 


Collective bargaining 


bill dealt m ajor blow 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - The 
Democratic-dominated Assem­ 
bly Rules Committee has dealt 
a serious blow to efforts to win 
enactment this year of a 
measure supported by Gov. Ed­ 
mund G Brown Jr. to provide 
public employe collective 
bargaining. 
On a 3-4 vote Wednesday, the 
committee refused to waive 
time restrictions so the bill, if 
approved by the legislature, 
could have taken effect on Jan. 
1. 
The author, Assemblyman 
Julian Dixon, D-Los Angeles, 
said as far as he was concerned 
the measure was “ dead” for 
this year but noted it still was a 
live issue for 1976. 
Democratic Assemblywoman 
Pauline Davis of Portola, who 
had opposed the bill all along, 
voted with the three committee 


Republicans against the 
waiver. The “ aye” votes were 
cast by three Democrats. 
The waiver was a last-ditch 
attempt by supporters to keep 
the bill alive for enactment this 
year. 
Even if the waiver had been 
granted and the heavily lobbied 
bill was passed by the As­ 
sembly, proponents still faced a 
stiff uphill fight in the Senate 
Finance Committee and on the 
floor. 
Brown, meantime, ate a 
sandwich lunch with 14 of the £> 
Senate Democrats and later 
told newsmen be believed that 
“ now was the time to move on 
it” but conceded the proposal 
lacked “ sufficient votes at this 
point.”

The bill still could be ap­ 
proved before the legislature 
adjourns Sept. 15. but without 


the rule waiver it could not take 
effect until Jan. 1, 1977 The 
governor said he would “ like to 
see it enacted this year so peo­ 
ple will know the rules of the 
game.”

1/3 cup olive oil (or salad oil) 


2 tsp. sugar 


2 tsp. pepper 


2 fresh sprigs parsley, chopped 


1 cup wine vinegar 
2 tsp. salt 


2 cloves garlic, chopped large 


2 lbs. fresh whole mushrooms (large may be halved) 
Marinate all together in covered glass container in refrigerator for approx­ 
imately 24 hours. Will keep in refrigerator for two weeks or more. 


Ground Beef Casserole 


6 slices bacon 


1 lb. ground beef 


1 egg, well beaten 
¥» cup bread crumbs 


Va tsp. oregano 
pinch of sage 


1% tsp. salt 


¥4 tsp. freshly ground peppern 
Vi clove garlic, minced 
Vi cup sliced mushrooms 


1 can condensed mushroom soup 
Vi cup dry red wine 
Fry bacon slices and lay aside. Mix ground meat with egg, onion, bread 
crumbs and seasonings. Form into balls and brown on all sides in fat rendered 
from bacon. Place in low greased casserole. Keep warm while sauce is 
prepared. Drain all but 3 tbsp. fat from frying pan. To this add garlic and 
mushrooms and saute three minutes. Add soup thinned with red wine. Heat 
mixture and pour over meatballs in casserole. Crumble bacon and strew over 
top. Bake in 350 degree oven for 45 minutes. Yield: four to six portions.

NEW YORK (UPI) - "You’re never out of it untill 
you’re out of it." 
And on Wednesday, Yogi Berra, the man who coined 
that phrase to ward off his team’s critics, was out of 
it; fired as manager of the New York Mets because 
there were too many waves in his club’s performance. 


"There were just too many waves this time," ex­ 
plained M. Donald Grant, Mets’ board chairman. 
"We’ve had a peculiar season, like a yo-yo. We’d lose 
four or five in a row then go out and win five in a row. 
Up and down. We felt now was the time we had to 
move.” 
Berra, who was thrust into the Met managerial role 
in April of 1972 with the death of Gil Hodges, was 
replaced by one of his assistant coaches, Roy Mc­ 
Millan, a long-time laborer in the Met system whom 


the front office thought “deserved a chance." 
Berra up until last Sunday was solid in his job. His 
club had just swept the first three games of a crucial 
five-game set against the Pittsburgh Pirates to move 
within six games of first place in the National League 
East. 
But the Mets dropped a Sunday doubleheader to 
Pittsburgh, lost a single game to Montreal at home 
Monday, then collapsed in a doubleheader by identical 
7-0 scores Tuesday to the Expos. 
"We decided to make our move about the sixth or 
seventh inning of that second game (of the Montreal 
doubleheader),’’ Mets’ Board Chairman M. Donald 
Grant explained Wednesday. 
"If we had won Sunday and came back to win on 
Monday, we would have been the happiest people in the 
world. But firing Yogi has been a decision that has 


been hanging over our heads for some time. It was a 
decision we were hopeful we would never have to 
make." 
Berra had coached the Mets to one National League 
title in his three years at the helm, but fell off to a 
fifth-place finish 20 games under the .500 mark in 1974. 
The Mets were three games over .500 under Berra’s 
guidance this year—with only four other teams in the 
National League boasting a better record. 
"I feel like Bill Virdon," Berra commented from his 
home in Montclair. N.J.. alluding to the drop of the ax 
on the manager of the Yankees, the other tenant of 
Shea Stadium. "I could sort of see the handwriting on 
the wall. Mr. Grant was saying there was a lack of 
communication on the team. But lack of com­ 
munication? I’ve managed four years and won two 
pennants.”

House Republican leader John Rhodes 
had a sore throat a year ago — or at least 
his secretary said he had; it wouldn’t 
allow him to hold a scheduled press con­ 
ference on Monday, August 5 at which he 
had planned to announce how he would 
vote on impeachment. He never an­ 
nounced; he never had to. When the day 
was over his throat was well again, and 
everybody knew what he knew — that 
one of the Oval Office taped conversa­ 
tions, which the Supreme Court had 
ordered turned over to Judge Sirica, 
showed that six days after Watergate 
President Nixon knew about the break-in 
and was conspiring to cover it up. He told 
Haldeman to order the FBI: “Don’t go 
further into this case. Period!" That did 
it. It was what we, in that far-off, inno­ 
cent time, millions of years ago, last 
August, had called “the smoking pistol.” 
For two years, Mr. Nixon lived under a 
secret threat that was the greatest 
threat to any President in history; a 
threat that seemed insignificant at first 
but that grew and grew till in the end it 
warped his judgment about everybody 


and dominated everything. Here was the 
President of the world's richest nation, 
with the technology to make himself in­ 
stantly visible to the world, and with the 
explosives instantly to blow it up, living 
under the daily threat of exposure. The 
New York Times’ eight-column, triple- 
bank headlines Tuesday, August 6 read, 
NIXON ADMITS ORDER TO HALT 
INQUIRY ON WATERGATE 6 DAYS 
AFTER BREAK-IN EXPECTS 
IMPEACHMENT: SUPPORT EBBS - 
And three days later the brutal business 
was over; NIXON RESIGNS * HE 
URGES A TIME OF 'HEALING': 
FORD WILL TAKE OFFICE TODAY. 
Has the United States learned the les­ 
son of Watergate? I don’t think so, 
though perhaps a year is too short a time 
to come to grips with it; many people, 
even now do not want to face it. The 
statements the anniversary tend to be 
starry-eyed — American institutions 
proved them selves; the "System 
worked” ; no one will ever try that 
again! Of course the fact is just the op­ 
posite; while one lawless President by

Some good results 


WASHINGTON — The lament from 
the State Department is that with so 
many cooks, congressional and others, 
the foreign policy broth is being hopeles­ 
sly muddled. In instance after instance, 
Congress steps in and confuses or dis­ 
rupts the lines of policy laid down by the 
executive branch of government. 
But with a con­ 
stitutional obligation 
in foreign policy, the 
Senate makes a case 
for a share of the 
responsibility. And in 
specific instances the 
value of that case is, in 
my 
opinion, 
demonstrable. 
Take the mission of 
the 14 Senators to 
Moscow during the 
last recess. One of the 
14, Sen. C h arles 
Percy, R-Ill., was instrumental in bring­ 
ing about a change in attitudes toward 
the emigration of Jews from the Soviet 
Union He had brought about the inclu­ 
sion in the group of Sen. Abraham 
Ribicoff. D-Conn., although Ribicoff is 
not on either the foreign relations or 
armed services committees as are the 
others. 
Ribicoff, one of the staunchest 
believers in the right of Jews to 
emigrate, had come to see that the 
Jackson amendment was self-defeating. 
That amendment {Hit free emigration as 
a condition of trade between the United 
States and the Soviet Union. Moscow 
branded this an intervention in Soviet 
domestic policy and denounced the trade 
treaty of which it was a part. 
In 1973, the peak year, 35,000 Jews left 
the Soviet Union, of whom 33,500 went to 
Israel. In the first five months of this 
year, the total number of immigrants 
was 7,000, of whom about half were 
Soviet Jews. This would make the rate 
for the year 10,000 or less, a mere trickle 
as the Israelis see it. 
Ribicoff returned convinced that a 
change must be made so that in future 
legislation there will be no specific con­ 
dition put on emigration. He is hopeful 
that during the upcoming recess staff as­ 
sistants can work out with the State 
Department a satisfactory formula. 
Percy speaks about a further inhibition 
in the trade act. That was the limit on 
loans underwritten by the Export-Import 
bank of $300 million. That amount would 
be about what would be allocated to a 
friendly third world nation. 
During the protracted debate over the 
Soviet trade act and in the interval fol­ 
lowing its denunciation, the Soviets, 
Percy points out, have signed $9 billion in 


contracts, mostly on a long-term loan 
basis, with Japan and Western Europe. 
Take another instance out of that same 
mission to Moscow. One of the group was 
a freshman senator from Iowa, John 
Culver, who had previously served for 10 
years in the House on the Foreign Affairs 
Committee. 
Culver is concerned over Diego Gar­ 
cia, the small island in the Indian Ocean 
that the Navy proposes to expand from a 
communications center to a full-scale 
naval base. It is not the island itself that 
is Culver’s sole concern. He believes that 
the Navy means to make it the operating 
focus of a third fleet centered in the In­ 
dian Ocean. 
The initial cost of that third ocean fleet 
he puts at $5 to $8 billion with an annual 
maintenance cost of $800 million. This 
would be part of a runaway arms race. 
Culver hoped it would be possible to 
negotiate with the Soviet Union on keep­ 
ing the Indian Ocean free of big power 
navies 
He discussed this possibility with 
members of the Supreme Soviet 
got a receptive response. This was dis­ 
torted in a column based on leaked 
cables which were in turn distorted to 
present a naive Senator meeting the icy 
indifference of Soviet hardliners. The 
State Department has confirmed his 
view of the exchange. 
Culver is convinced that negotiation is 
still possible and it should be explored 
even though the end is a Russian 
stonewall. He points out that none of the 
29 nations with a direct interest in the In­ 
dian Ocean favor establishment of a ma­ 
jor American base on Diego Garcia. 
But when all the well-meaning and 
often helpful acts are added up on the 
credit side of the ledger, the confusion of 
authority between executive and 
legislature is clearly disastrous. 
The latest evidence is the vote in the 
House rejecting a reasonable com­ 
promise put forward by President Ford 
on ending the embargo on arms to 
Turkey. This would have released 
military material already paid for. 
A second example is that fiat by 
Congress cutting down the 14 Hawk mis­ 
sile batteries committed to Jordan. King 
Hussein has said publicly he will not ac­ 
cept less than the amount the Pentagon 
promised. 
It would be hard to imagine anything 
more likely to upset the precarious 
balance in the Arab world as Kissinger 
strives for a second Israeli-Egyptian dis­ 
engagement. 
Who has the power over policy in your 
country? The American traveling abroad 
hears this question again and again.

The last minute appeal by private 
citizens for a reduction in the school dis­ 
trict’s tax rate Tuesday, reminded me of 
the time a few years ago when a trustee 
of Magnolia School District pushed 
through a cut at the last minute. TOe 
board was preparing to vote on the final 
budget when the trustee balked. A fellow 
trustee said, well, Joe, we can cut the 
rate a few cents if you 
want. The first trustee 
shocked his fellow 
board members by 
suggesting that they 
cut the rate by 50 
cents. They s uc­ 
ceeded, but the staff 
had to work all night 
to crank the new rate 
into the budget in time 
to have a printed copy 
on the desk of the 
county superintendent 
of schools by 8 a.m.

operations which employ about 600 or 700 
persons; and the contractors at the base, 
but they overlook the schools which 
employ 800 or 900 persons. 
For those who go in for such things the 
district gets 53.82 per cent or $8,353 
million of its income from the state; 
30.77 per cent or $4,773 million from local 
sources, principally property taxes; 
13.64 per cent or $2,117 million from the 
federal government; and the balance of 
1.77 per cent or $275,421 from county 
sources. 
A further breakdown shows 62.37 per 
cent of the total income or $9,330 million 
will go to pay salaries of certificated 
personnel; 16.14 per cent or $2,415 
million to pay salaries of classified per­ 
sonnel (clerks, secretaries, custodians 
and gardeners); and 9.36 per cent to pay 
for fringe benefits for all personnel. 
Budgets are not easy for the layman to 
understand and that includes most of us. 
However, even those most critical of the 
educational product, agree that the 
budget is in deficit spending: the district 
will spend about $451,000 more than will 
come in based on current levels of 
financing. The saving factor in the 
current instance is the existence of 
dollar reserves. In an exchange on the 
subject Tuesday, Joe Carlin, district 
business manager, said the level of the 
reserves worried him a little. 
In a preamble to the budget, Carlin 
noted that experts had recommended 


that general reserves consist of five per 
cent of the amounts budgeted in the 1975- 
76 “expenditures oy object accounts 
1000-6000 inclusive.” That’s a little 
nebulous, but the sum would be $748,015 
according to Carlin. He said the board 
needed that surplus in cash “while 
waiting for tax receipts and payment of 
prior year Public Law 874 payment and 
current year payment of P.L. 874." 
Then he tells about the part that 
worries him: “We were able to include 
only $349,080 in general reserve of the 
publication budget, because of program 
r e q u e s t s and s a l a r y i n c r e a s e 
requirements.” 
Some relief for the situation was seen 
in word from Sacramento that SB 220 or 
other legislation may materialize into 
law. One bill would bring the district 
about $380,000 more or $28 per average 
daily attendance; while another bill 
would bring in $300,000 extra or about $21 
per average daily attendance. District 
officials project an average daily atten­ 
dance of about 11,658 students in the fall, 
down a couple hundred from the 1974-75 
year. There could be some variations in 
state income if the actual ADA varies. 


Incidentally there were only about a 
dozen persons in the audience when the 
school board gave its final okay to the 
budget. And most if not all were the 
perennial watchdogs. Attendance was 
modest also at the hearing on the 
publication budget some weeks ago. 


taped conservations that destroyed him 
what likelihood is there of that occurring 
again? Yet the capacity of a future 
President, whose office is sanctified and 
whose role is deified, to usurp powers is 
visible to everyone. 
It was said after the 1974 election that 
Congress might reassert itself but how 
little of that there has Men! We need a 
strong President and a strong Congress, 
but Congress, as Hubert Humphrey says, 
“can’t govern.” It could make itself 
strong but only by a process that would 
itself probably be objectionable — by in­ 
dividual members stripping themselves 
of much of their power and transferring 
it to their leaders (just the reverse 
process that most of the so-called 
"reforms” of congress follow.) 
The problem of the presidency goes 
deeper than personality. Attractive 
presidential aspirant Ten7 Sanford of 
North Carolina was here last week and it 
all seemed so simple to him: just put the 
right man in the White House and the 
C 
’tlem of Watergate would cease. But 
do you know the right man? Richard 
Nixon, the "lift-of-a-driving-dream” 
man, now an exile, was re-elected by one 
of the greatest majorities in history. 
Pressures all over the world are 
pushing toward a strong President and 
the nation needs one to survive, but it 
needs a strong congress, too, and all the 
extra mechanisms that Madison men­ 
tioned in Federalist No. 51 as "auxiliary 
precautions.” It needs strong courts, 
strong legislators, strong newspapers, 
strong traditions. 
Not with any venom but with clinical 
interest let us set down quickly what 
might be called "the Nixon problem” of 
the presidency : he used and expanded 
the advantages of the role, unfettered ac­ 
cess to prime time television and a huge 
propaganda machine; he exploited the 
doctrine of inherent power and executive 
privilege to circumvent executive over­ 
sight by congress; he humbled and 
shriveled the cabinet and the individual 
bureaucracies and developed a bloated 
Executive Office of the President where 
the "presidency” is found. He fed into 
these institutional changes the con­ 
sequences of his own personal id- 
iosyncracies: his suspicion, his isolation 
and his gathering fear of exposure; he 
carried on politics as though it were war­ 
fare with a private White House gestapo 
and a variety of illegal activities. Let us 
be fair, he did not originate the distortion 
of FBI and CIA or, indeed, the growth of 
the White House at the expense of con­ 
gress; he merely speeded it up, added 
variants and hinted at where the process 
might sometime lead. His money raisers 
at one point virtually tithed big corpora­ 
tions for political contributions, con­ 
cealed from stockholders; he identified 
groups of Americans as the real threat to 
the country, not enemies abroad; he | 
carried on the Vietnam war (like his I 
predecessors) with little check from a I 
subservient legislature; he denounced m 
the powers of “big government” (like his J 
predecessors) even while he used and ex- r 
panded them, and he repeatedly showed 
the almost unrestricted power to make 
potentially dangerous international com­ 
mitments secretly bombing Cambodia 
with B-52’s for over 13 months, and giv­ 
ing President Thieu a private, secret 
pledge to intervene with “full force” if 
he were threatened. 
In these circumstances what needs to 
be done? Sam Ervin, that after-day 
Founding Father, left a series of 
legislative proposals when he wound up 
his Senate investigation, and America 
will neglect them at its peril. He and his 
committee did not fall into the foolish 
over-simplification that Watergate was 
all the fault of the personality of one 
man. Institutional changes are needed in 
the system itself. The committee urged 
above all stronger oversight by congress 
(just as the CIA and FBI need stronger 
congressional oversight.) It urged a per­ 
manent office of Special Prosecution and 
also (probably more important) the 
creation of the office of Public Attorney 
within the Congress: a permanent, well- 
staffed office charged with the continu­ 
ing oversight of the activities of the ex­ 
ecutive branch. 
Philip Kurland, University of Chicago, 
adds other proposals: the new “Ex­ 
ecutive Office of the President” is here 
to stay its members should require 
Senate confirmation. And congress 
should spell out the vague power of "ex­ 
ecutive privilege” ; it isn’t in the Con­ 
stitution but the Supreme Court in Nixon 
vs. United States gives it quasi-official 
sanction. It invites distortion. Congress 
should give it statutory definition.
